A winter with little snow has 
not only had an effect on recre- 
ational activities but it has 
seriously hampered a fund 
drive to pay for the new hill 
groomer now in operation at the 
Hanson Hills Ski Area west of 
Grayling. 

According to Jerry Morford, 
fund drive coordinator of the 
Grayling Recreational 
Authority, the lack of snow has 
simply not been conducive to 
sufficient enthusiasm to raise 
the $16,500 necessary to pay for 


the machine. He said that pur- 
chase of the machine without 
pre-solicitation of the funds was 
absolutely necessary to operate 
the ski program because the old 
machine was completely in- 
operative. 

Morford commented that the 
methods to be used to raise the 
money for the groomer were to 
place a surcharge of $20 on 
family memberships at the 
park and to solicit community 
organizations and individuals 
for the balance. He pointed out 
that last year a total of 44 


family memberships were sold, 
but this year only 17 have been 
purchased. 

He said, ‘‘it is vital for the 
community to realize that the 
goal of the non-profit authority 
is to provide a quality year 
around recreation area 
primarily for the yough of 
Crawford County.” Unfortu- 
nately, he noted, the volunteer 
management cannot operate 
the ski resort without the help of 
the citizens of the county.

THOSE ARE the words of the First 
Amendment to the United States Con- 
stitution. All newspaper people live with 
those words and those principles every 
day. 

During the past year, the First Amend- 
ment has been closer than ever to me; 
during the past 12 months, I have served 
as the president of the Michigan Press 
Association, composed of more than 300 
weekly and daily newspapers across 
Michigan. 

Upon leaving office at the annual MPA 
convention in late January, I could not 
resistd the opportunity to discuss some of 
my ideas about press freedom with other 
MPA members. I quote from my own 
‘farewell address” as MPA president. 


“WE FACE A continuing fight for 
press freedome. The First Amendment is 
in danger; and that means the people of 
this country are in danger. 

“The First Amendment after all is not 
constructed to provide special con- 
siderations for the press; the First Amen- 
dment is constructed to provide special 
protections for the people, and the press 
of this nation is privileged to be an in- 
strument of that public protection. This 
is the proper role of the press, which 
somehow the courts of this nation seem to 
be constricting. 

“Whenever a judge slams the door on 
his court...whenever a public body goes 
into secret session...whenever a public of- 
ficial or body seeks to control or' restrain 
the free flow of information by seizing 
reporter notes, or searching a Digan

which suffers, it is the people who are in 
danger of losing even further rights and 
freedoms. 

‘Unfortunately, too many of the people 
of this nation don’t really care.,.tco many 
people believe their protection lies with 
government, and not with a free and un- 
chained press. We—the press—are failing 
at the very duty to which we are commit- 
ted—the duty of providing information. 
We are not getting our First Amendment 
story across to the people.”’ 


ANOTHER. CAUSE of concern to 
newspaper people—and especially to of- 
ficers of the Michigan Press 
Association—is the tendency in the 
Michigan Legislature toward fostering 
the opportunity for secrecy in local 
government, This is a national trend, 
which drew the following comments from 
the outgoing MPA president: 

“MORE AND MORE and more is 
going on in the Ligislature that affects 
newspapers. Keep in mind, of course, that 
any law that affects business affects 
newspapers. In addition, we have our own 
special areas of concern. 

“One current alarm is the growing at- 
tempt to reduce or eliminate public notice 
advertising for many local government 
activities, and to reduce or remove 
requirements to publish the proceedings 
of public bodies. All of these attempts 
march under the hallowed banner of 
economy in  government..they are 
promoted as ways to save taxpayers 
money, by reducing expenditures for ad- 
vertising. 

‘Saving taxpayers money is a difficult 
theme to combat; but, in this case, we in 
the press must try. Secrecy in govern- 
ment is no bargain; it is too high a price to 
pay. 

‘The handmaiden of secrecy in govern- 
ment all too often is skulduggery.”’

ON PIPELINE REFUNDS 


On September 28, 1978, the Commission issued an 


Opinion and Order in the above-entitled matter author- 
izing Michigan Consolidated Gas Company (Consolt- 


dated) to revise its rates for natural gas service and 

approving the rates and tariffs attached thereto for 

service provided on and after September 29, 1978. The 
approved tariff for Consolidated’s Purchased Gas 

Adjustment Clause provides: 

‘FE. Purchased Gas Refunds: 

If an increase in the cost per Mcf of gas payable 

by the company in any supply components con- 

tained in A. above is reduced by the final decree 

' by court, if appealed thereto, and such order of 
a duly constituted regulatory body or the final 
increase shall have been included in the com- 
pany's rates to the extent and in the manner 
specified in this Purchased Gas Adjustment 

Clause, the company shall report to the Michigan 

Public Service Commission the receipt of any 

refund or credit as a result of such final order 

or court decree and shall submit for Commission 

approval a plan to make equitable refunds to tts 

customers of such monies to the extent they 
represent increased charges paid by the com- 
pany’s customers as a result of this Purchased 

Gas Adjustment Clause” 

On july 12, 1979, Consolidated submitted a letter to the 

Commission, pursuant to the above rule, proposing to 

refund $23,800,630 to its customers in September 1979. 

On July 20, 1979, Consolidated submitted a revised 

proposal to refund an additional $277,101 to reflect 

refunds from Panhandle Eastern Pipe Line Company 
and additional interest. The total proposed refund, 
$24,027,73], consisted of: 

(1) $21, 247,068.40 which Consolidated received from 
Michigan Wisconsin Pipe Line Company pursuant 
to an order of the Federal Energy Regulatory Com- 
mission (FERC) dated March 30, 1979 in Docket 
No. RP77-60, The $21,247,068.40 consisted of the 
portion of Michigan Wisconsin's rates for natural 
gas purchased by Consolidated and passed on to Its 
customers through the operation of its Purchased 
Gas Adjustment Clause which FERC determined 
was unreasonable and excessive. 

(2) $214,556 which Consolidated received from Pan- 
handle Eastern Pipe Line Company pursuant to an 
order of FERC dated November 22, 1978 in Docket 
No. RP78-11. The $214,556 represented the portion 
of Panhandle Eastern's rates for natural gas pre- 
viously purchased by Consolidated and passed on to 
its customers through the operation of its Purchased 
Gas Adjustment Clause which FERC determined 
was unreasonable and excessive. 

(3) $313,280 which Consolidated had not refunded under 
the last refund plan approved by this Commission. 

(4) $1,485,045.60 which Consolidated had billed under 
its Purchased Gas Adjustment Clause, based upon 
the rates which were subsequently reduced by FERC 
in Docket No. RP77-60. 

(5) $767,781 of interest on the above amounts. 
Consolidated proposed to refund the $24,027,731 to its 
customers based on the gas usage billed during its 
September 1979 billing cycle. A separate refund factor 
was developed for gas sales made under each rate 
schedule and a special refund factor for residential and 
commercial heating custorners who would have a low 
usage in that period was used to provide those customers 
with their proportionate share. 

On August 21, 1979, the Commission approved 
Consolidated’s request to refund $24,027,731 to its 
customers during its September 1979 billing cycle. 

On September 7, 1979, Consolidated commenced 
mailing the September 1979 billing cycle bills to its 
customers, atid those bills included refund credits based 
on the gas usage billed. The refund credits reduced the 
amount billed to the customers, and the amount of the 
reduction for the average residential heating customer 
was approximately $10.50. 

On September 10, 1979, Frank J. Kelley, Attorney 
General of the State of Michigan, filed a motion to 
halt the refund. The motion asserted that all of Con- 
solidated’s customers being billed during the September 
1979 billing cycle were not entitled to refunds (i.e., new 
customers) and that because of usage changes the 


MICHIGAN CONSOLIDATED GAS COMPANY >) 


usage billed in the September 1979 billing cycle would 


not be representative of usage during the period Con- 


solidated was paying the refunded rates to Michigan 
Wisconsin Pipe Line Company and Panhandle Eastern 


Pipe Line Company. On September 25, 1979, the Com- 


mission denied Attorney General Frank J. Kelley's 
motion to halt the refund. 


On October 3, 1979, Attorney General Frank J. 


Kelley, General Motors Corporation and Great Lakes 
Steel Division of National Steel Corporation commenced 
actions in Ingham County Circuit Court against the 
Commission, seeking review of the Commission's order 
of September 25, 1979 and the refund plan approved 
August 21, 1979. They requested the Court to enjoin 
the refund and to require the Commission to hold a 
hearing to determine the most appropriate way for 
Consolidated to refund the $24,027,731 to its customers, 
because the Commission’s refund was not designed to 
refund the rates found excessive by FERC to the cus- 
tomers who paid those rates. 

On October 31, 1979, the Ingham County Circuit 


Court issued an Order of Preliminary Injunction tem- _ 


porarily vacating the Commission’s approval of Con- 
solidated’s refund plan on August 21, 1979, enjoining 
the further refunding of any portion of the $24,027,731 
not previously refunded by Consolidated, and requiring 
the Commission to hold a hearing to determine an 
appropriate method of refunding the $24,027,731 and 
to give notice of said hearing. 

Jurisdiction in this matter is pursuant to 1909 PA 
300, as amended, MCLA 462.2 et seq.; Section 4 of 
1919 PA 419, as amended, MCLA 460.54; Sections 4, 
6, 6a and 6b of 1939 PA 3, as amended, MCLA 460.4, 
460.6, 460.6a and 460.6b; Section 3 of 1923 PA 238, 
as amended, MCLA 486.253; Chapter 4 of 1969 
PA 306, as amended, MCLA 24. 271 et seq.; and the 
Commission's Rules of Practice and Procedure, 1954 
Administrative Code, 1968 Annual Supplement, 
R 460.11 et seq. 

NOTICE IS HEREBY GIVEN that: 

A. The Michigan Public Service Commission will 
hold a hearing to determine the appropriate method of 
refunding the $24,027,731 Michigan Consolidated Gas 
Company was directed to refund by the Commission on 
August 21, 1979. Any customer of Michigan Consoli- 

dated Gas Company may appear and participate in the 
proceedings in accordance with the Commigsion’s rules. 

B. The initial hearing in this case will be held at

Taxpayers of Crawford Coun- 
ty: 
As a staff representative for 
Michigan Council No. 25 AF- 
SCME, AFL-CIO, I feel com- 
pelled to respond to the Jan. 
31st letter from Nancy Krey, 
Deputy County Clerk, relating 
to her “free loaders attitude” 
toward the American 
Federation of State, County and 
Municipal Employees Union 
that has and continues to repre- 
sent her. 

Mrs, Krey, you made several 
mistakes in your letter. First of 
all you said “It (the Union) 
cannot negotiate my salary” 
which is totally false. AFSCME 
does negotiate your salary even 
though the law does say that 
your salary must be set by Oc- 
tober 31st of each year it does 
not prohibit the increase of that 
Salary once it's established. 
You are correct, to a certain 
degree, in saying that the Union 
cannot prevent your demotion 
from the “Deputy status’, 
however, the Union does protect 
your employment. Even though 
you may be removed as 
“Deputy” you would still be 
employed in the Clerk’s office. 
When you accepted the appoint- 
ment of Deputy Clerk, you 
should have and most likely did 
have advance knowledge of the 
situation. 

The Union tactics that you 
referred to were not started by 
the Union, the problems were 
caused when you, Mrs. Krey, 
tried to violate the Agency Shop 
provision of the contract which 
was signed by both the County 
Board and the Union and as a 
former member of the very 
same Union you knew that it 
was a condition of employment 
to either pay Union dues or ser- 
vice fees equal to dues. Both the 
Union and the County must now 
pay the cost of arbitrating the 
issue because of you. By the 
way, Mrs. Krey, why is it that 
none of the other appointed 
Deputies are taking the same 
position that you are?

Dear Mr. Madsen: 

It is great to have congreas- 
men in Washington introducing 
legislation we can really sup- 
port. Senator Paul Laxalt has 
recently introduced 5 1808, the 
Family Protection Act which 
every family should be in-- 
terested in. The bill is impor- 
tant because: 

1, It prohibits appropriations 
of federal funds to state educa- 
tional authorities whose policies 
do not have regulations 
providing a means for volun- 
tary prayer in public buildings, 

2. It prohibits federal funding 
for contraceptives, veneral 
disease treatment, or abortion 
services to an unmarried minor 
without first attempting to 
notify the parents. 

3. It creates legal presump- 
tion in the Federal Code in sup- 
port of the parents’ role in in- 
struction and determing the 
religious stands and moral 
character of their offspring. 

4. Restricts appropriations of 
federal funds to the Legal Ser- 
vices Corp. in the areas of 
divorce, abortion, gay rights, 
and school desegregation. 

5. It prohibits the usage of all 
federal funds to any prograin, 
organization, group, or institu- 
tion that promotes 
homosexuality or other perver- 
se lifestyles as acceptable 
alternatives. 

6. Bans the imposition of 
federally mandated 
requirements affecting 
religious activities, church 
schools, religious youth homes 
and other ministries of religious 
institutions, 

7. Fences the federal govern- 
ment out of the area of child 
abuse. 

8. Establishes a basic 
statement of principle, intended 
as a guideline for future federal 
policymaking, that family 
relationships are fundamen- 
tally beyond the scope of 
federal influence. 

9, Encourages parents to save 
for their children’s education by 
allowing a $2,500 deduction 
from gross income, if the 
amount is deposited in a 
savings institution for their 
children’s education. 

10. It reverses federal tax 
policies that discriminate 
against family groupings: i.e. It 
repeals the ‘‘marriage tax”, 
allows a tax-exemption of $1,000 
for the tax-paying head of a 
family whose household in- 

cludes a dependent who is 65 
years of age or older; allows a 
tax exemption 3 times the nor- 
mal exemption for adopting a 
child that is handicapped or 
otherwise hard to place; allows 
an extra exemption in the year 
a child is born or adopted; and 
sets up a parental support ac- 
count. Taxpayers can deduct up 
to $1,500 a year if the money is 
placed in a financial institution 
to care for their elderly 
relatives. 

11, It removes the matter of

To the Taxpayers of Crawford 
County: ; 

This letter is in response to 
the letter submitted by 
Jacqueline A. Bonkov ski that 
was printed February 7, 1980. 

When I 
“asinine —_— positions” 
discussed the County’s attempt 
to “break the Union” I meant 
exactly what I said. I was and 
still am trying to create 
suspicions amongst the tax- 


payers of Crawford County in 


the hopes that the taxpayers 
will do their own investigation 
into what the County’s justifica- 
tions are compared to those of 
the Union. 

Let me address the issues: 

ARBITRATION: Mrs. 
Bonkowski talked about the 
County’s attempt to 
“discourage the frivolous use of 
expensive arbitration by either 
party” by suggesting” that the 
party initiating arbitration ab- 
sorb the cost” (which by the 
way is always the union). Isn't 
it rather interesting to know 
that in the seven or so years 
that this local union has been in 
existence there has only been 
one case submitted to ar- 
bitration. Is that ‘“‘frivolous 
use”? Why was the union forced 
to arbitration over an issue that 
has been tested not only in ar- 
bitration but also in the courts, 
even after the union repeatedly 
told the County that they should 
take the time to check into what 
the arbitrators and courts have 
ruled? Is it not ‘‘asinine’’ to 
take a position that has already 
been tested and found to be 
exactly what the union has 
said? 

To say that “‘the County can- 
not afford to win’’ is ‘‘asinine’’, 
Mrs. Bonkowski. As of late it 
seems as if the County has plen- 
ty of money to spend on issues 
that they are going to lose, not 
only in arbitration but also in 
the courts when it comes to the 
unfair labor practices. The cost 
of arbitration is approximately 
$1,000 per case, not per day, 
Mrs. Bonkowski, and you failed 
to indicete that the cost under 
the old contract language was 
shared equally, which means 
that the County pays $500 and 
the union pays $500. 

Just to clarify a point that 
Mrs. Bonkowski made about 
“widely accepted union prin- 
ciples”, what I have discussed 
has been- relative. to the ar- 
bitration process being widely 
accepted by both labor and 
management in both the public 
and private sectors of labor 
relations, 

BARGAINING UNIT: As I 
have told the County’s 
Negotiating Committee on 
several occasions, and again 
ask them repeatedly to check 
the facts with the Michigan 
Emplcyment Relations Com- 
mission (M.E.R.C.), — the 
bargaining unit, that is, who is 
and who is not included was 
determined by M.E.R.C. and, 
as the certified bargaining 
agent, we are obligated by law

The county can claim that the 


. ‘appointed deputies’? do super- 


visory work but they do not 
meet the definition of “‘super- 
visors’ in the eyes of M.E.R.C. 
How do you then justify your 
position, Mrs. Bonkowski? 

ECONOMICS: The union has 
requested 65 cents per hour in- 
crease which amounts to ap- 
proximately $1200 per em- 
ployee. Multiply the $1200 times 
nine employess and you get 
$10,800 which is $200 less than 
the $11,000 that the County set 
aside for negotiations. By the 
way, does that $11,000 include 
the money the commissioners 
get for attending the 
negotiating sessions? Granted, 
the Union did ask for a three 
year contract with the above 
mentioned money involved in 
each year with a Cost of Living 
Clause but that was the union’s 
initial request compared to the 
County's offer of no wage in- 
creases. We know _ that 
negotiations involve com- 
promise, do you? How do you 
explain the inability to pay any 
wage increase to our union 
members when you gave every- 
one outside of the bargaining 
unit anywhere from $500 to 7%. 
Did you not in fact grant the 
deputies of elected officials, 
four of the nine in the union, a 
$500 increase as well? How 
about an explanation? Were 
all of the people ‘‘underpaid”’ 
when compared to ‘regional 
and Crawford County” wages? 
What about those in the 
bargaining unit? 

Do you really want to start 
making comparisons with other 
counties? You will find that the 
rest of your employees are un- 
derpaid as well. Besides, I 
thought the county was so low 
on funds that you couldn’t af- 
ford the cost of any wage in- 
creases? The union has been 
laying the cards out on the 
table, Mrs. Bonkowski, when 
are you going to start doing the 
same.
